One  hundred  years  ago,  on  July  1,  1868,  by  vote  of  its 
citizens  and  an  act  of  Legislature,  Wakefield  became  the  name 
of  the  old  town  of  South  Reading.  The  new  town  was  named  for 
Cyrus  Wakefield,  a  leading  citizen  and  owner  of  the  town's  largest 
industry,  who  had  made  a  gift  to  the  town  of  a  new  town  hall 
and  the  property  at  the  corner  of  Main  and  Water  Streets  on  which 
it  was  to  stand. 

South  Reading,  established  in  1812,  had  been  a  part  of  the 
old  town  of  Reading,  which  was  settled  in  1638  as  Linn  Village 
and  incorporated  in   1644. 

After  the  Civil  War  as  the  town  grew,  it  was  apparent  that 
better  schools  and  town  facilities  were  needed,  hence  Mr.  Wake- 
field's  generous   offer  of   a    new   town    hall. 

The  era  of  modern  facilities  was  to  follow  when  electricity 
was  introduced  to  Wakefield  in  1890  followed  by  other  public 
and  private  utilities.  By  1905  the  central  part  of  town  had  all 
the  services  that  serve  it  in    1968. 

World  War  II  and  Route  128  changed  the  economic  and  resi- 
dential development  of  the  town  to  the  point  that  the  state  census 
of   1965  showed   a   population  of  25,572. 

Following  a  bad  fire  in  1950,  Mr.  Wakefield's  town  hall  saw 
limited  use  and  was  demolished  in  1958.  Present  town  offices  are 
located   in   remodeled   Lafayette  building   opposite  the   common.

To  Be  A  Voter,  A  Person  Must  Be 

an    American   citizen    (native-born    or    naturalized) 
21   years  or  more  in  age 

a  resident  of  Massachusetts  for  at  least  one  year 
a  resident  of  Wakefield  for  at  least  six  months 
registered  as   a   voter 

To  Register  As  A  Voter,  A  Citizen  Must 

appear   in    person   before    an    authorized    Registrar    of    Voters 
sign  his    (or  her)   name 
give  evidence  of  citizenship  if  naturalized 

prove  ability  to  read  the  Constitution  in  English,  (with  the  one  excep- 
tion that  if  he  has  gone  to  a  school  under  the  American  flag  where 
English  was  not  the  primary  classroom  language,  and  had  completed 
at  least  the  sixth  grade,  he  need  not  so  read  the  Constitution.) 

When  and  Where  to  Register: 

9:00  AM.  to  5:00  P.M.  Monday  through  Friday  in  the  Town  Clerk's 
office. 

7:00  to  8:00  P.M.  Tuesday  evenings  in  the  Town  Clerk's  office. 
Or  at  especially  designated  places  in  precincts,  within  two  weeks 
of  the  closing  of  registration,  which  may  be  scheduled  by  the  Town 
Clerk  and  announced  in  the  Wakefield  Item- 
However  no  registration  takes  place  between  the  32nd  day  preceding 
and  the  day  following  the  State  and  Presidential  Primaries  and  the 
State  Elections  nor  between  the  20th  day  preceding  and  the  day 
following  the  annual  Town  Election. 

Registration  is  permanent  unless  a  voter  moves  to  a  new  city  or 
town  or  changes  name  by  marriage.  A  voter,  moving  from  one  precinct 
to  another  within  the  town,  should  immediately  notify  the  Registrars  of 
the  change  to  assure  being  able  to  vote  in  the  new  precinct,  otherwise 
he  must  vote  from  his  former  address. 

Registrations  are  administered  by  the  Board  of  Registrars.  The  Board 
is  composed  of  three  citizens,  appointed  for  three  year  terms  by  the  Board 
of  Selectmen,  and  the  Town  Clerk,  who  by  virtue  of  his  office,  serves  as 
clerk  of  the  board. 

Polling   Places 

1.  Precinct  1 — Lafayette  Building 

2.  Precinct  2 — Greenwood  School 

3.  Precinct  3— St.  Joseph's  Hall 

4.  Precinct  4 — Hurd  School 

5.  Precinct  5 — Franklin  School 
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Local  elections  are  held  annually  on  the  first  Monday  in  March  to 
elect  certain  officials  and  members  of  boards  for  their  respective  terms. 

Local  elections  are  non-partisan.  Write-ins  are  permitted,  but  absentee 
voting  is  not  allowed  in  local  elections. 

To  Become  a  Candidate  for  Local  Office,  a  Citizen 
Must 

secure  nomination  papers  from  the  Town  Clerk   (one  set  of  papers 

for  each  office  to  appear  on  the  ballot) 
obtain  signatures  of  50  registered  voters 
submit  nomination  papers  with  the  Board  of  Registrars  for  certification 

7  days  preceding  the  28th  day  before  the  Town  Election 
file  with  the  Town  Clerk  by  5  P.M.  on  the  28th  day  before  the  Town 

election.    (This  places  the  candidate's  name  on  the  ballot  officially, 

providing   the   papers   are  properly   certified.) 
The  Town  Clerk  administers  election.    The  Board  of  Selectmen  an- 
nually in  August  appoints  election  officers  to  supervise  voting  at  the  polls. 
These  include  five  wardens  and  five  clerks. 

To  Join  a   Political   Party 

A  voter  must  declare  his  party  choice  as  he  enters  the  polls  to  vote 
in  the  primary  elections. 

To  Change  or  Cancel  Party  Enrollment 

A  voter  must  appear  in  person  at  the  Town  Clerk's  office  and  present 
the  request  in  writing.  This  may  be  done  any  time  except  when 
registration   is   closed,   immediately  preceding  elections. 

A  party  member  is  eligible  to  be  a  delegate  to  his  party  conventions. 
Membership  on  the  town  Democratic  and  Republican  Committees  is  deter- 
mined by  ballot  every  four  years  at  the  Presidential  Primary.  A  non- 
party member  is  called  an  "Independent"  voter,  or  an  "un-enrolled"  voter. 

The  Annual  Report  of  the  Town  Officers  is  published  each  year  and  is 
available  at  the  time  of  Town  Meeting  and  also  at  the  public  library.  The 
report  includes  all  financial  data  pertaining  to  the  costs  of  town  operating 
expenses. 

Procedure  of  Town  Meeting 

The  Moderator,  an  elected  town  official,  presides  at  town  meetings. 
He  begins  to  read  the  call  for  the  meeting.  Usually  a  motion  is  made  to 
waive  further  reading  of  the  warrant  (with  the  exception  of  the  constable's 
return  which  the  law  demands  be  read)  and  the  motion  is  carried.  Articles 
in  the  warrant  are  taken  up  in  order  as  they  are  printed  in  the  warrant 
unless  it  is  requested  by  a  two-thirds  vote  that  they  be  taken  up  otherwise. 

The  recommendations  of  the  Finance  Committee  are  given  before  voters 
discuss  or  act  upon  an  article.  For  the  annual  town  meeting,  these  recom- 
mendations are  available  a  week  to  ten  days  before  the  meeting  in  booklet 
form,  called  "Annual  Appropriations  for  196-,"  and  may  be  obtained  at  the 
Selectmen's  Room  at  Town  Hall. 

Following  the  Finance  Committee's  recommendations  or  the  recommen- 
dations of  such  special  department  as  may  be  permitted  to  make  recom-

mendations,  the  sponsor  of  the  article  is  usually  allowed  to  present  his 
case.  The  voters  may  then  debate  the  question  according  to  rules  of  parlia- 
mentary procedure  prescribed  by  the   town's  by-laws  such  as: 

— Stand,  address  the  Moderator,  give  name  and  address  clearly,  con- 
fine remarks  to  the  question  under  debate  and  avoid  personalities. 

— Speak  for  not  more  than  10  minutes  at  any  one  time,  unless  granted 
permission  by  the  meeting.  No  voter  may  speak  more  than  once  on 
any  question  if  other  voters  desire  to  be  heard,  and  no  voter  may 
speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  question  without  permission  of 
the  meeting. 

—Speak  not  more  than  two  minutes  on  any  one  of  the  following 
motions: 

Motion  to  adjourn 
Motion  to  lay  on  the  table 
Motion  to  take  from  the  table 
Motion  to  put  the  previous  question 

(These  motions  only  are  in  order  when  a  question  is  under  debate. 
Total  time  allowed  for  debate  on  each  motion  is  six  minutes.) 

A  two-thirds  vote  of  the  assembly  is  necessary  on  a  motion  which 
requires  a  bond  issue.  A  vote  may  be  reconsidered  at  the  same  session  or  at 
adjourned  session  upon  two- thirds  vote  of  the  assembly.  The  Moderator 
may  request  a  voter  to  put  his  motion  in  writing.  Should  seven  voters  doubt 
the  accuracy  of  the  Moderator's  count  of  hands  on  a  motion,  tellers  are 
appointed  to  make  the  count.  The  Moderator  clarifies  motions  when  they 
are  especially  complex. 

Conduct  at  the  town  meeting  is  further  governed  by  the  rules  of  prac- 
tice, as  they  are  pertinent  to  town  meetings,  in  Cushings'  Manual  of 
Parliamentary  Procedure. 

The  Town  Meeting  Warrant  and  the  Annual  Report* 

The  warrant  is  composed  by  the  Selectmen,  with  articles  being  entered 
by  request  or  petition.  Individual  voters  may  have  an  article  inserted  by 
petition.  The  Selectmen  receive  all  petitions  for  the  warrant,  except  those 
having  to  do  with  sidewalks,  drainage,  sewers  and  streets  which  must  be 
submitted  to  the  Board  of  Public  Works.  Signatures  of  ten  or  more  regis- 
tered voters  are  required  on  articles  for  annual  town  meetings;  100  signa- 
tures are  required  for  articles  filed  by  citizens  in  warrants  for  special  town 
meetings.  Signatures  on  petitions  must  be  exactly  as  the  voters'  signatures 
appear  on  the  voting  list.  Voters  may  request  the  advice  of  the  Town  Coun- 
sel in  drawing  up  an  article.  Customarily,  public  announcement  is  made 
of  the  opening  and  the  closing  dates  of  the  warrant.  Citizens,  however,  may 
take  their  petitions  to  the  Selectmen  at  any  Board  meeting  during  the  year 
and  the  Selectmen  will  hold  such  articles  for  insertion  in  the  warrant  for 
the  next  town  meeting.  Department  heads  enter  their  articles  by  the  process 
of  request.

At  the  Board's  organizational  meeting,  following  the  Annual  Town 
Meeting  in  March,  Lawrence  J.  McCluskey  was  elected  Chairman  and 
Hugh  J.  Morgan,  Jr.  was  elected  Secretary.  Other  Board  members  are 
Burton  F.  Whitcomb,  John  W.  Moccia,  Jr.  and  Sabatino  Benedetto;  John 
J.  McCarthy,  Executive  Secretary  and  Margaret  M.  Brady,  Clerk  of  the 
Board. 

The  policy  making  function  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the 
administrative  function  of  the  Executive  Secretary  was  succinctly  sum- 
marized in  the  "Know  Your  Wakefield"  publication  by  the  League  of 
Women   Voters: 

"The  powers,  duties  and  responsibilities  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
are  broadly  diversified  in  approximately  seven  hundred  sections  of  law 
applying  directly  to  Selectmen  together  with  the  hundreds  of  other  sections 
of  law  that  bear  upon  Town  problems  in  general. 

"The  Town  has  continued  to  function  under  the  Board  of  Selectmen- 
Executive  Secretary  plan  of  Municipal  Administration.  This  plan  maintains 
the  Selectmen  in  their  traditional  role  as  managers  of  the  municipality 
and  yet  gives  cognizance  to  the  need  for  a  central  official  to  carry  out 
delegated  administration  assignments  within  a  designated  framework 
of  policy  set  down  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

"The  broadly  diversified  powers,  duties  and  responsibilities  of  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  extend  throughout  the  administration  of  all  Town 
departments  and  a  central  co-ordination  is  essential  to  an  effective  and 
efficient  municipal  administration. 

The  Bureau  of  Government  Research  at  the  University  of  Massachu- 
setts has  prepared  a  publication  on  "Administrative  Organization  in  Massa- 
chusetts Towns"  which  underscores  the  effectiveness  of  the  present  type 
of  local  government: 

"For  the  immediate  and  foreseeable  future,  there  appears  little  doubt 
that  Massachusetts  towns,  desiring  methods  to  improve  the  coordination 
and  control  of  municipal  operations,  the  professional  management  of  their 
administrative  apparatus,  the  better  utilization  of  men  and  equipment, 
and  the  advantages  of  increased  planning  and  programming  of  services, 
will  continue  to  turn  to  the  consolidated  department  of  public  works, 
the  executive  secretary  to  the  board  of  selectmen,  and  the  town  manager 
plan  for  the  achievement  of  these  objectives." 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Executive  Secretary  have  continued 
to  represent  the  Town's  interest  before  governmental  officials,  committees 
and  commissions  at  the  various  levels  of  government  for  the  purpose  of 
presenting  information  and  evidence  on  matters  which  concern  the  Town 
of  Wakefield. 
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The  WNAC-TV  Award -Winning  Community  presentation  was  made  in 
1968  to  Wakefield  and  featured  television  segments  on  the  community 
early  in  the  year.  Included  in  the  ceremony  were,  left  to  right,  John 
J.  McCarthy,  town  accountant  and  selectmen's  executive  secretary;  select- 
man Wally  Moccia,  TV-7  vice-president  William  McCormick;  selectmen 
Burton  F.  Whitcomb,  Lawrence  J.  McCluskey  and  Sam  Benedetto;  and 
Roger  Schilling  and  Gilbert  M.  Soule  representing  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce. Hugh  J.  Morgan,  Jr.  (inset),  selectman,  was  not  present  at  the 
time  of  the  photo. 


The  necessity  for  effective  liaison  between  the  Town  and  Metropolitan 
Agencies  has  been  accentuated  by  the  membership  of  the  Town  in  the 
Metropolitan  Bay  Transportation  Authority  and  the  Metropolitan  Area 
Planning  Council.  The  Executive  Secretary  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
has  served  as  an  Advisory  Board  member  of  the  Metropolitan  Bay  Trans- 
portation Authority  as  well  as  a  member  of  the  MBTA  Executive  Com- 
mittee and  as  Chairman  of  the  seventy-nine  member  Advisory  Board 
Budget  Committee.  The  Executive  Secretary  has  served  as  town  repre- 
sentative to  the  Metropolitan  Area  Planning  Council  and  also  a  member 
of  the  MAPC  Executive  Committee.  The  Town's  active  participation 
is  necessary  to  the  Town's  effective  representation  in  an  area  of  activity 
that  involves  a  current  dollar  cost  as  well  as  a  progressively  increasing 
economic-social   impact   in   future    years. 

The  Fire  and  Casualty  Insurance  program  which  extends  to  all 
municipal  departments  and  provides  for  various  types  of  required  pro- 
tection amounted  to  a  premium  cost  of  $48,891.73.  The  Town's  schedule 
of  Real  Properties  was  reviewed  by  an  independent  appraiser  in  order 
to  maintain  current  values  for  insurance  purposes. 

The  Workmen's  Compensation  insurance  program  extends  coverages 
to  all  insurable  departments  of  the  Town  at  a  premium  cost  of  $31,690.22. 

The  program  of  pre-employment  physical  examination,  which  was 
initiated  in   1963   is  continuing  to  function  to   the  benefit   of  the  Town. 
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This  program  is  geared  to  protect  the  Town  against  costly  premature  re- 
tirements and  employer's  liability  applying  to  employment  accident  claims. 
The  program  also  protects  prospective  employees  from  assuming  employ- 
ment responsibility  for   which  they   are  not  physically   qualified. 

The  Group  Insurance  program  of  medical-surgical  hospitalization  and 
life  insurance  benefits  authorized  for  Town  employees  by  referendum 
action  in  March  1958  and  extended  to  cover  employees  who  retired  after 
original  acceptance  of  the  legislation  which  provided  group  insurance 
benefits  to  Town  employees  (Chapter  595,  Acts  1959)  continues  to  present 
the  best  features  of  any  plan  of  protection  for  Town  employees.  There 
are  presently  564  employees,  36  pensioners  and  110  Optional  Medicare 
members  of  the  Town  included  in  this  program.  The  gross  premium 
cost  amounts  to  $183,866.00  of  which  amount  the  Town  contributed  $91,933.00. 
The  Town's  share  of  dividend  on  the  life  insurance  program  amounted 
to  $1,580.00  for  the   period  January  1,   1967   through  December  31,   1967. 

Chapter  763  of  the  Acts  of  the  year  1965  became  effective  on  February 
16,  1966  in  legislative  enactment  of  collective  bargaining  for  municipalities. 
Municipal  employers  are  prevented  from  (a)  interfering  with  the  right 
of  employees  to  organize  for  the  purpose  of  collective  bargaining,  (b) 
dominating  or  interfering  with  any  employee  organization,  (c)  discharging 
or  discriminating  against  any  employee  who  testifies  before  the  State 
Labor  Relations  Commission  on  a  certification  proceeding,  (d)  refusing  to 
bargain  collectively  in  good  faith  with  a  designated  exclusive  bargaining 
agent,  and  (e)  refusing  to  discuss  grievances  with  the .  bargaining  agent. 
The  statute  states  "the  municipal  employer  shall  be  represented  by  the 
Chief  Executive  Officer,  whether  elected  or  appointed  or  his  designated 
representative  or  representatives."  It  has  been  determined  that  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  is  the  Chief  Executive  Officer  in  Towns  for  the  purpose 
of  this  statute,  except  as  applies  to  School  Department  personnel.  This 
legislation  is  providing  a  costly  and  complex  impact  on  municipal  ad- 
ministration in  Massachusetts.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  appointed  Execu- 
tive Secretary  John  J.  McCarthy,  Town  Counsel  Francis  C.  McGrath,  Jr. 
and  Public  Works  Director  Richard  C.  Boutiette  as  delegated  representa- 
tives in  collective  bargaining  procedure  with  the  established  Public  Works 
Unit.  The  Fire  Department  organized  as  the  Wakefield  Fire  Fighters 
Union,  Local  #1478,  International  Association  of  Fire  Fighters  AFL-CIO 
as  a  result  of  an  election  of  the  fire  fighters  eligible  for  membership  in 
the  Union  organization  on  June  6,  1968.  The  balloting  results  were  certi- 
fied by  the  Massachusetts  Labor  Relations  Commission  and  recognition 
was  granted  to  the  Fire  Fighters  Union.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  appointed 
Executive  Secretary  John  J.  McCarthy,  Town  Counsel  Francis  C.  McGrath, 
Jr.  and  Fire  Chief  William  P.  Hurton  as  delegated  representatives  in  col- 
lective bargaining  procedure  with  the  established  Fire  Department  Union. 
Town  Counsel  was  authorized  to  engage  the  services  of  Special  Counsel 
on  Labor  Negotiations  and  Attorney  Edward  Schneider  was  so  engaged. 

The  Board  appointed  60  election  officers  and  40  tellers  for  service 
at  the  polls  for  the  year  1968  and  the  Committee  on  Election  Procedures 
was  continued  in  its  function  of  reviewing  election  procedures  and  pro- 
viding liaison  between  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  precinct  wardens.  This 
Committee  has  enabled  the  Selectmen  to  remain  in  closer  contact  with 
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the  functions  of  elections  for  which  they  are  responsible,  (i.e.,  wardens' 
meetings,  elections,  electronic  voting  equipment  compared  to  currently 
available  mechanical  voting  equipment). 

In  accordance  with  Chapter  234  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws, 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  are  responsible  for  the  preparation  of  a  jury 
list  of  qualified  citizens  for  the  selection  of  service  in  Superior  and 
Federal  Courts. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  continued  the  practice  of  presenting  wallets 
with  the  seal  of  the  Town  embossed  to  all  enlisted  and  drafted  servicemen 
departing  from  the  Town.

Fifty-five  treasury  warrants  totalling  $16,707,918.39  were  approved  by 
the  Board  in  payment  of  salaries,  wages,  invoices  and  maturing  debt. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  authorized  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
to  incur  liabilities  in  excess  of  appropriation  for  snow  and  ice  expendi- 
tures in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  44,  Section  31  of  the 
Massachusetts  General  Laws. 

The  Board  approved  a  rate  of  3.23%  for  an  amount  of  $500,000  in 
anticipation  of  tax  revenue;  a  rate  of  3.24%  for  an  amount  of  $500,000 
in  anticipation  of  tax  revenue;  a  rate  of  4.20%  for  library  bonds  at  a  price 
of  100.1917;  a  rate  of  4.50%  for  an  amount  of  $250,000  sewer  bonds  at 
a  price  of  100.1399;  a  rate  of  3.42%  for  an  amount  of  $500,000  in  anticipation 
of  tax  revenue  and  a  rate  of  2.75%  for  an  amount  of  $3,000  for  Chapter 
90  work.

Report  of  Town  Planning  Board 

On  April  2,  1968,  the  Town  Planning  Board  signed  the  contract  for 
the  Guide  Plan  for  the  Business  and  Civic  Center  of  Wakefield  to  be 
prepared  by  Charles  E.  Downe,  Community  and  Regional  Planning  Con- 
sultant, for  which  funds  were  voted  under  Article  42  in  the  1966  annual 
town  meeting  warrant,  to  be  financed  one-third  by  the  town  and  two-thirds 
by  Federal  funds  under  Section  701  of  the  Housing  Act  of  1954.  The 
Federal  money  did  not  become  available  until   February   1968. 

The  Guide  Plan  Study  is  well  under  way.  In  addition,  the  planning 
consultant  has  made  helpful  suggestions  on  a  number  of  current  problems 
involving  the  Business  and  Civic  Center  area,  including  proposals  for 
an  amendment  to  the  Zoning  Bylaws  to  permit  parking  in  General  Resi- 
dence Districts  for  the  use  of  adjacent  businesses. 

The  Town  Office  Building  Committee  discussed  with  the  Board  the 
factors  it  had  taken  into  consideration  in  reaching  its  decision  on  a 
site  for  a  new  municipal  office  building.  At  a  later  date,  the  Board  ar- 
ranged for  its  planning  consultant  to  present  to  the  Committee  his  views 
as  to  how  the  location  of  a  municipal  building  could  strengthen  the 
business  center. 

Diiring  the  year  the  Board  has  worked  closely  with  the  Wakefield 
Housing  Authority  on  problems  involving  the  subdivision  of  the  area  for 
the  new  Housing  for  the  Elderly  project,  to  be  located  adjacent  to  the 
existing  one. 

The  Board  also  met  with  the  Skating  Rink  Committee,  at  their 
request,  to  discuss  the  results  of  their  investigations,  possible  locations  for 
a  rink,  and  the  zoning  involved  for  this  facility. 

In  addition  to  its  43  meetings,  several  of  which  were  to  hear  progress 
reports  on  the  Business  and  Civic  Center  Study,  the  Board  held  eight 
public  hearings,  two  on  subdivisions  and  two  on  zoning  articles.  Four 
Board  of  Survey  meetings  were  held  at  which  action  was  taken  on 
Spruce  Street,  Mitchell  Lane,  Bonair  Avenue,  and  Druid  Hill  Avenue. 

Final  approval  was  given  to  two  subdivisions:  Mansfield  Drive  running 
easterly  from  Vernon  Street  north  of  Lowell  Street  with  eleven  lots,  and 
Harts  Hill  Road  on  which  the  Wakefield  Housing  Authority  plans  to 
construct  three  apartment -type  buildings. 
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The  Board  has  also  studied  the  preliminary  plans  of  two  other  pro- 
posed subdivisions,  one  off  Kendrick  Road  and  one  southerly  of  West  Park 
Estates. 

The  following  subdivisions  were  completed  during  1968  and  the  ease- 
ments and  utilities  within  them  released  to  the  Town:  Stone  Way,  Lantern 
Lane,  Wilson  Road  Extension,  and  Section  2  of  Druid  Park  Development, 
which  included  Arthur  Road,  Belmont  Road,  and  part  of  Gregory  Road. 

Approximately  90  land  use  problems  came  before  the  Board  during  1968. 

On  the  Board's  recommendation  at  the  annual  town  meeting,  it  was 
voted  to  rezone  to  residential  use  six  small  neighborhood  areas  zoned 
for  business  when  zoning  was  first  adopted. 

Town  Engineer  Michael  T.  Collins,  a  consultant  to  the  Planning 
Board,  attended  the  meetings  and  hearings  held  by  the  Board  during 
the  year. 

Richard  H.  Hanson  was  elected  in  March  to  fill  the  vacancy  existing 
on  the  Board,  created  by  a  resignation  in  mid- 1967.

Report  of  Personnel  Board 

During  1968  the  Wakefield  Personnel  Board  has  attempted  to  clarify 
the  Personnel  By-laws  and  to  standardize  their  application.  Such  activity 
is  consistent  with  the  Board's  objective  of  assuring  fair  and  equitable 
treatment  to  each  town  employee. 

In  addition,  many  hours  were  devoted  to  the  examination  and  analysis 
of  wages,  salaries  and  related  benefits  for  both  unionized  and  non-unionized 
town  employees.  Recommended  salary  adjustments  for  the  coming  year 
are  based  both  on  the  realities  of  increased  wage  trends  and,  at  the  same 
time,  the  need  to  limit  the  rising  cost  to  taxpayers. 

The  unavoidable  increase  of  personnel  costs  in  town  government 
dramatizes  the  need  for  all  town  officials  and  citizens  to  cooperate  in 
developing  more  professionalized  administration  of  our  personnel  program.

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Report  of  Wakefield  Council  on  Aging 

Wakefield's  first  Council  on  Aging  was  appointed  by  the  Selectmen 
and  organized  in  May.  In  attempting  to  identify  the  total  needs  of 
Wakefield's  elderly  population  we  are  preparing  a  survey.  The  registrars' 
records  show  that  Wakefield  has  2690  residents  65  years  of  age  or  older. 

We  have  issued  identification  cards  to  800  senior  citizens  which  en- 
title them  to  discounts  at  local  drug  stores,  the  theater,  and  a  taxi 
company.  Wakefield  High  School  Athletic  Department  permits  free  ath- 
letic events  upon  presentation  of  the  IJ>.  card. 

This  year  we  have  worked  with  the  Recreation  Commission  to  assist 
at  a  Sing-a-long  for  older  citizens  at  American  Mutual  Insurance  Company 
in  May;  a  picnic  for  senior  citizens  on  August  24  at  Col.  Connelly  Park; 
a  foliage  bus  trip  in  October  and  a  bus  trip  to  Reading  to  a  concert  by 
the  Colonial  Chorus  in  December. 

We  have  a  sub-committee,  The  Committee  on  the  Needs  of  the  Elderly 
Sick  with  Mrs.  Joseph  O'Connor  as  chairman. 

We  have  met  with  the  Wakefield  Housing  Authority  and  with  mem- 
bers of  the  Melrose  Housing  Authority,  as  well  as  with  a  representative 
of  the  Massachusetts  Commission  on  Aging. 

We  are  closely  allied  with  the  Center  Club  for  Older  Persons  Activities 
which  meets  weekly  at  the  First  Baptist  Church,  with  the  Greenwood 
Senior  Citizens  which  meet  weekly  at  the  Greenwood  Union  Church  and 
with  the  Craft  Therapy  Service  for  the  Sick,  Elderly,  and  Handicapped. 

We  can  see  the  need  in  the  very  near  future  for  a  five-day-a-week 
Drop-In  Center  for  the  elderly.  The  facilities  of  both  the  organized 
groups  for  activities  for  the  older  citizens  are  being  strained  by  the  ever 
increasing  attendance.  A  center,  adequately  staffed  and  effectively  oper- 
ated, can  offer  rare  opportunities  for  older  people  to  create  for  themselves 
a  rewarding  retirement  life. 

In  a  center  they  can  develop  new  skills,  find  intellectual  stimulation, 
make  new  friends,  secure  personal  counseling  and  discover  avenues  of 
voluntary  and  civic  services.

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Report  of  the  Recreation  Commission 

The  summer  program,  began  on  July  1,  at  8:00  a.m.  with  swimming 
at  both  ends  of  the  lake.  The  playgrounds  started  a  week  later.  Play- 
ground personnel  were  required  to  attend  a  recreation  institute  the  first 
week  in  order  to  be  oriented  to  their  program  duties  and  roles.  It  was 
conducted  by  the  director  and  his  assistants.  Attendance  at  first-aid 
courses  held  for  both  groups  was  required.  Certificates  were  awarded  to 
those  successfully  completing  the  course. 

The  work  of  the  Recreation  Commission  encompasses  the  following 
areas:  Cedar  Glen  Golf  Course,  Veterans'  Field,  Walton  Field,  Atwell 
Building,  Lighted  Tennis  Courts,  Dolbeare  Gymnasium,  and  two  areas 
of  Lake  Quannapowitt.  Playgrounds  were  the  Colonel  Edward  J.  Connelly, 
Montrose,  Moulton,  Dolbeare,  John  J.  Round,  Nasella,  Common,  Maple 
Way  and  Woodville. 

Special  events  during  the  summer  were  a  trip  to  Boston  for  a  Red 
Sox  game,  a  trip  to  the  North  Shore  Music  Theater  to<  see  "Pinocchio,"  a 
trip  to  the  M.D.C.  Zoo  at  Stoneham,  a  trip  to  the  Museum  of  Science 
in  Boston  and  a  trip  to  Pleasure  Island.  Also,  at  the  Common,  Wakefield 
children  were  treated  to  two  plays,  "Alice  In  Wonderland"  and  "Wally's 
Secret"  by  Boston's  Childrens  Theater.  Every  Friday  afternoon  "special 
events"  were  held  at  each  playground. 

During  the  summer,  teenage  dances  under  lights  on  Veterans'  Field 
tennis  courts  were  held  with  the  attendance  averaging  more  than  1000 
boys  and  girls  per  night.  These  dances  from  week  to  week  were  con- 
tinued without  incidents. 

Boys  and  girls,  at  no  cost  to  the  Town  of  Wakefield,  were  encouraged 
to  be  on  the  golf  links  at  Cedar  Glen  in  Saugus  early  in  the  morning. 
In  order  to  insure  reduced  rates,  all  had  to  be  on  the  links  by  7:00  a.m. 
Lessons  preparing  them  for  these  matches  were  held  in  various  play- 
grounds during  the  week. 

Track  and  field  events  for  boys  and  girls  were  held  at  Walton  Field. 
Swimming  lessons  were  given  to  boys  and  girls  of  all  ages.  A  swimming 
meet  was  held  the  last  week  of  the  summer  season.  The  annual  long 
distance  race  with  19  contestants  swimming  the  entire  length  of  Lake 
Quannapowitt  featured  this  day. 

During  the  past  year,  handicraft  work  on  the  playgrounds  increased 
one  hundred  per  cent. 

Demonstration  Day  on  the  playgrounds  was  featured  by  a  parade  from 
the  Wakefield  Memorial  High  School  down  Main  Street  to  the  Common. 
A  float  from  each  playground  characterizing  the  theme  (cartoons)  headed 
the  long  line  of  children  from  their  respective  playgrounds.  The  queen 
chosen  from  each  playground  rode  on  top  of  the  floats.  "Miss  Wakefield" 
was  chosen  from  the  many  queens. 

The  Adult  Program  sponsored  by  the  Commission,  consisted  of  physical 
fitness  classes  for  women  held  at  the  Atwell  Building  Gym  on  Monday 
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nights  from  7:00  to  10:00  o'clock.  These  classes  were  held  for  ten  weeks 
during  the  winter  months  and  ten  weeks  during  the  fall  of  the  year. 
Twice  during  the  year,  the  same  time  as  above,  the  men's  classes  met 
in  a  physical  fitness  program  on  Tuesday  and  Wednesday  evenings  at 
the  Atwell  Building  Gym. 

Early  in  the  spring,  golf  lessons  for  adults,  at  no  cost  to  the  town, 
were  given  to  three  classes  consisting  of  men  and  women  at  the  Dolbeare 
Gym. 

The  Commission  sponsored  a  local  Softball  League,  the  Wakefield 
Association  Tennis  League  and  a  group  of  girls  of  high  school  age  twice 
a  week  in  the  summer  time  in  tennis  tournaments.  Also  two  classes  of 
boys  of  high  school  age  in  basketball  leagues  nightly  at  the  Atwell 
Building  Gym. 

The  major  event  in  the  report  of  the  Commission  for  the  year  1968 
was  the  completion  of  the  Montrose  Playground  and  the  dedication  of  it 
to  Eugene  J.  Sullivan.  This  man  was  honored  by  the  people  of  Wakefield 
not  only  because  he  was  one  of  the  foremost  recreational  and  civic  leaders 
of  the  town,  but  because  he  fought  continuously  for  the  expansion  of 
recreational  facilities  of  Wakefield. 

A  Senior  Citizens  program  was  sponsored  by  the  Recreation  Com- 
mission for  the  first  time.  It  consisted  of  a  "Sing-a-Long"  held  at  the 
American  Mutual  Insurance  Company  hall,  a  picnic  held  at  Colonel  Con- 
nelly picnic  area  and  a  foliage  trip  and  lunch  to  New  Hampshire  and 
return. 

In  adult  handicraft  classes,  two  courses  in  crewel  embroidery  and  one 
in  block  printing  were  held  for  senior  citizens  at  the  Atwell  Building  from 
3:00  to  5:00  p.m.  on  Wednesday  during  the  fall  season. 

It  was  a  very  successful  year  with  no  major  accidents  and  the  at- 
tendance was  the  largest  to  date.

As  required  by  Section  26-U  of  the  Housing  Authority  Laws  (Chapter 
121  of  the  General  Laws),  a  copy  of  this  Annual  Report  is  sent  to  the 
State  Housing  Board,  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Wakefield 
and  the  State  Auditor. 

The  Wakefield  Housing  Authority  in  the  past  year  has  been  working 
on  two  separate  but  related  projects.  It  has  been  responsible  for  the 
management  of  Hart's  Hill  Apartments  which  has  been  well  received  by 
the  tenants  as  well  as  the  townspeople.  Only  four  vacancies  occurred 
during  1968  and  with  a  list  of  applications  from  eighty  other  individuals 
and  couples,  plans  were  started  for  another  group  of  three  houses  with 
sixty-four  apartments. 

Land  adjacent  to  the  existing  site  has  been  purchased  from  the  Metro- 
politan District  Commission  through  the  Town  of  Wakefield  for  this 
purpose. 

Architects  have  been  selected  and  all  necessary  approvals  have  been 
received  from  the  various  town  boards  and  officials.  Bids  for  construction 
will  be  going  out  in  January  1969  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $840,000.00. 
Definite  dates  are  not  possible  at  this  time  but  it  is  hoped  that  work 
will  start  in  early  spring  and  completion  of  the  units  for  occupancy  will 
take  ten  to  twelve  months.

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Report  of  Board  of  Public  Works 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Wakefield: 

The  Board  of  Public  Works,  can  report  a  year  of  determined  effort 
and  reasonable  success  in  coping  with  the  many  problems  that  confronted 
them  with  individual  citizens  and  the  community  as  a  whole  during  the 
past  year  of  1968. 

At  its  organizational  meeting,  the  Board  congratulated  Frederick  A. 
Beyer,  Jr.  on  his  election  for  a  second  term  and  elected  W.  Perry  Farwell, 
Jr.,  Chairman  and  Mitchell  Hannoosh,  Secretary. 

A  number  of  individual  citizens  as  well  as  groups  with  coimmon  prob- 
lems appeared  before  the  Board.  All  were  treated  with  courtesy  and  under- 
standing consistent  with  the  interest  of  the  community  as  a  whole. 

The  continued  efficient  operation  of  the  Water  Division  and  retire- 
ment of  the  ten  (10)  year  M.D.C.  connection  assessment  made  it  possible 
to  reduce  the  water  rates  10%  effective  July  1,  and  also*  continue  the  10% 
discount  policy.  The  Board  is  concerned  with  the  annual  water  liens, 
which  amount  to  about  $35,000.00  of  unpaid  water  bills  which  will  be  paid 
later  with  taxes.  Our  present  peak  water  consumption  of  4.75  million 
gallons  per  day,  plus  the  Army's  Missile  Site  requirements  were  discussed 
with  the  M.D.C.  Water  Oammissioners  in  an  effort  to  increase  our  con- 
tract from  one  million  gallons  per  day  and  installation  of  a  second  con- 
nection on  the  west  side  of  Town.  The  M.D.C.  Commissioners  will  make 
an  engineering  study  in  1969  to  service  the  west  side  as  well  as  Reading 
and  Woburn. 

The  major  sewer  program  approved  this  year  at  Town  Meeting  for 
the  Chapman  Park  area  in  the  Montrose  section  was  completed  six  months 
ahead  of  schedule,  making  service  available  to  250  homes.  With  winter 
approaching,  only  a  few  connections  were  completed  leaving  a  major 
connection  program  for  1969.  The  Pumping  Station  plans  for  the  east 
side  are  ready  for  bid,  assuring  construction  in  1969. 

The  final  phase  of  a  three  year  construction  program  for  a  playground 
and  ball  field  in  the  Montrose  section  was  completed.  Ceremonies  ar- 
ranged by  the  Recreation  Commission  on  October  7th,  dedicated  the  area 
Eugene  J.  Sullivan  Memorial  Park  as  voted  by  Special  Town  Meeting. 

The  routine  annual  programs,  such  as  water  relay,  sewer  extensions, 
street  improvements,  park  maintenance,  etc.  were  continued  and  completed 
within  the  time  limit,  as  well  as  within  the  allocated  appropriation.  Curb 
and  sidewalk  program  was  extended  to  May  1969,  due  to  delivery  of  granite 
curb. 

Disposal  of  solid  waste  is  still  a  serious  problem  facing  the  Board  and 
community.  The  Saugus  Dump  was  used  without  interruption.  Regional 
incineration  and  transfer  station  system  are  under  study  jointly  with  the 
Town  Incinerator  Committee. 
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In  the  matter  of  a  Public  Works  garage  facility,  the  Building  Com- 
mittee will  again  present  several  alternatives  to  the  Annual  Town  Meeting. 
Each  year  the  project  is  postponed,  the  cost  to  the  Town  increases  and 
our  operation  is  impaired  by  cramped,   congested   quarters. 

The  Department  again  entered  into  collective  bargaining.  Through 
the  mutual  understanding  and  tolerance  of  all  parties  involved,  the  results 
were  entirely  successful  and  satisfactory. 

The  Board  at  this  time  acknowledges  its  indebtedness  to  the  Director, 
the  employees  of  the  Department  and  the  various  other  town  boards  and 
officials  for  their  wholehearted  and  unselfish  cooperation,  which  enabled 
the  Department  to  continue  its  tradition  of  efficiency  and  economy  of 
operation  in  1968.

REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF  PUBLIC  WORKS 

To  the  Board  of  Public  Works 

Gentlemen: 

As  required  by  Chapter  48  of  the  Acts  of  1950,  an  act  authorizing  the 
Town  of  Wakefield  to  establish  a  Board  of  Public  Works,  I  respectfully 
submit  for  your  consideration  a  report  of  the  work  accomplished  in  1968, 
with  recommendations  for  the  future. 

In  July  of  1968,  the  department  lost  through  retirement  Matthew  P. 
Curran,  Supervisor  of  the  Water  and  Sewer  Division  and  George  Adams, 
Superintendent  of  Public  Works,  both  long-time  employees,  with  a  total 
of  over  75  years  of  service  to  the  Town.  These  men  were  replaced  by 
Francis  Reed,  Water  and  Sewer  Supervisor  and  William  Fennelly  as 
Superintendent  of  Public  Works.  William  Curran  was  promoted  to  the 
position  of  Highway  Supervisor  to  replace  Mr.  Fennelly. 

The  major  accomplishments  for  the  year  were: 

1.  The  maintenance  programs  in  all  divisions  were  successfully  com- 
pleted as  scheduled  with  the  exception  of  the  curb  replacement  program 
which  was  delayed  because  of  curb  deliveries. 

2.  The  Chapman  Park  area  sewer  construction  was  completed  six 
months  ahead  of  schedule,  thus  providing  sewer  service  to  approximately 
250  additional  homes. 

The  plans  for  the  new  Pumping  Station  at  Farm  and  Water  Streets 
are  complete  and  application  for  $287,000.00  in  State  and  Federal  grants 
has  been  made  to  the  Water  Pollution  Control  Division  of  the  Department 
of  Natural  Resources.  It  is  expected  bids  for  the  construction  of  this 
station  will  be  received  in  March  of  1969.

3.  The  Eugene  J.  Sullivan  Memorial  Park  was  completed  this  year 
and  dedicated   in   October,   1968. 

The  major  Public  Works'  problems  remaining  for  a  satisfactory  solu- 
tion are: 

1.  Solid  Waste  Disposal  —  The  costs  of  dumping  at  the  DeMatteo 
Dump  in  S'augus  have  quintupled  in  the  last  six  years  with  the  net  result 
that  incineration  would  cost  no  more  and  possibly  be  more  economical 
than  our  present  arrangement.  The  Department  has  investigated  many 
alternatives  but  none  have  come  to  fruition  at  this  date.  The  Town  is 
active  in  the  possible  formation  of  the  Northeast  Regional  Incinerator 
District  which  should  see  results  in  1969.  If  not,  then  it  is  imperative 
that  the  Town  begin  to  make  alternative  arrangements  to  dispose  of  its 
refuse,  should  the  dump  on  the  Saugus  Marshes  again  be  closed.  Unless 
such  alternatives  are  readily  available,  should  a  closing  occur,  we  would 
be  unable  to  provide  collection  service.  It  is  therefore  imperative  that 
a  decision  in  this  matter  be  made  in  the  coming  year. 

2.  Public  Works  Garage  Facilities  —  It  has  become  more  difficult, 
as  each  year  passes,  to  operate  properly  under  the  existing  conditions  of 
physical  separation  of  Administrative  and  Engineering  functions,  as  well 
as  completely  inadequate  housing  for  our  vehicles  and  equipment.  It  is 
an  absolute  necessity  to  provide  a  facility  which  can  adequately  house 
and  service  our  equipment,  without  increasing  our  equipment  maintenance 
budget  to  an  intolerably  high  level. 

3.  Saugus  and  Mill  River  Drainage  —  These  two  streams  provide  the 
drainage  outlet  for  approximately  80%  of  the  total  land  area  of  Wakefield. 
They  cannot  carry  off  all  the  surface  water  tributary  to  them  in  their 
present  condition,  with  resultant  flooding  and  property  damage.  I  would 
recommend  the  active  pursuit  of  the  legislature  to  authorize  the  widening 
and  deepening  of  these  channels  to  provide  drainage  relief  to  most  of 
the  Town. 

4.  It  should  also  be  uppermost  in  our  minds,  because  of  the  increasing 
demands  placed  on  our  water  system,  to  continue  to  press  the  M.D.C. 
Water  Division  for  a  change  in  our  present  contract  for  supplying  the 
Town  with  water  to  increase  our  allowable  draw  from  their  system,  and 
to  push  for  a  second  connection  to  their  system  through  Stoneham,  which 
would  solve  our  pressure  and  supply  problems  on  the  higher  West  Side 
elevations  and  provide  more  adequate  fire  flows  throughout  Town. 

For  additional  details  of  work  accomplished  this  year,  I  refer  you  to 
the  following  reports  of  the  Division  Supervisors. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  this  Board,  other 
Department  heads  and  all  Public  Works  employees  who  have  been  most 
cooperative  and  helpful  in  making  1968  a  successful  year  for  the  De- 
partment.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ENGINEERING  DIVISION 

Submitted  herewith  is  the  report  of  the  activities  of  your  Engineering 
Department  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1968: 

Accident  Survey  and  Traffic  Control  This  department  prepared  several 
accident  location  plans  with  proper  measurements  and  photographs  for 
the  Police  Department  and  Town  Counsel.  These  plans  are  used  in  court 
cases  whenever  necessary.  Three  "stop"  sign  location  plans  were  also 
made  at  the  request  of  the  Police  Department.  A  survey  and  plan  was 
made  of  the  intersection  of  Vernon  and  Lowell  Streets,  which  resulted 
in  the  complete  reconstruction  of  this  intersection  to  improve  the  traffic 
flow  in  this  area.    This  project  will  be  completed  in  the  Spring  of  1969. 

Board  of  Survey  This  department  checks  and  approves  the  lines  and 
grades  of  new  streets,  prior  to  their  submittal  to  the  Board  of  Survey 
for  final  approval.  These  plans  are  studied  to  make  certain  that  the  street, 
sewer  and  drainage  grades  properly  tie  into  existing  utilities.  The  following 
layouts  were  approved  in  1968:  Bonair  Avenue,  Druid  Hill  Avenue,  Mitchell 
Lane  and  Spruce  Street. 

Cemetery  A  new  roadway  was  designed,  laid  out  and  constructed 
this  year.  A  grave  lot  plan  for  the  new  section  was  made  and  three 
hundred  lots  marked  on  the  ground. 

Sanitary  Sewers  The  year  1968  has  seen  one  of  the  largest  construc- 
tion programs  for  some  time  with  2.48  miles  being  constructed  during  the 
year.  Thirteen  thousand  eighty-six  lineal  feet  of  sewer  was  installed  in 
the  Chapman  Park  area.  All  of  these  sewers  were  designed  by  your 
Engineering  Department,  plans  and  specifications  prepared  and  the  instal- 
lation supervised  by  inspectors  from  this  office.  We  also  prepared  monthly 
cost  estimates  for  payments  to  the  contractor. 

Six  sewer  study  plans  and  profiles  for  future  sanitary  sewer  con- 
struction totaling  7,610  lineal  feet  have  been  made  during  1968.  In  con- 
junction with  the  above  work,  engineers  from  this  department  visited  320 
houses  to  investigate  the  present  house  sewer  locations  in  the  basement, 
so  as  to  plan  for  their  eventual  connection  to  the  main  sewer  in  the  street. 

The  sanitary  lift  station  designed  by  this  office  was  installed  at  Plaza 
Road,  which  now  completes  the  outfall  for  Howard  Street,  Flint  Street 
and  Plaza  Road  sewers. 

Storm  Sewers  Storm  sewers  were  constructed  in  the  following  streets 
during  1968: 

Emerson  Street  469  feet  12" 

Forest  Street  434  feet  12" 

Forest  Street  394  feet  15" 

North  Avenue  633  feet  12" 

All  storm  sewer  design  and  supervision  of  construction  was  performed 
by  your  Engineering  Department. 

Twelve  studies  of  low  points  in  gutters  were  made  and  re -designed  to 
correct  these  conditions. 
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Recreation  Engineering  assistance  was  given  by  this  department  when- 
ever requested  by  this  Committee.  Estimates  were  made  for  proposed 
basketball  and  tennis  courts.  Surveys  for  laying  out  baseball  fields  and 
fences  were  provided.  This  department  designed  and  laid  out  a  new 
access  road  to  the  Eugene  J.  Sullivan  Playground. 

Sidewalks  During  1968,  one  thousand  four  hundred  sixty-eight  feet 
of  sidewalk  was  designed  and  a  contract  awarded  for  construction.  Con- 
struction has  been  delayed  to  the  Spring  of  1969,  due  to  the  shortage  of 
granite  curbing. 

Streets  This  department  designed,  prepared  plans  and  specifications 
and  supervised  construction  of  the  following  streets  accepted  under  the 
Betterment  Act,  for  1968: 

Aldrich  Road 
Woodville  Circle 

Line  and  grade  were  provided  for  the  reconstruction  of  Forest  Street. 
The  Town  has  undertaken  the  task  of  reconstructing  this  street.  Due  to 
weather  conditions,  progress  has  been  impeded,  but  will  resume  in  the 
Spring  of  1969. 

Miscellaneous  Assessments  for  all  work  accomplished  under  the  Bet- 
terment Act  were  calculated  and  forwarded  to  the  Assessors  office. 

Preliminary  designs,  estimated  costs  and  assessments  for  all  proposed 
projects  in  1969  have  been  compiled  and  forwarded  to  the  Board  of  Public 
Works  for  recommendation. 

Inspection  services  were  provided  for  all  active  subdivisions,  in 
accordance  with  plans  approved  by  the  Planning  Board,  acting  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Subdivision  Control  Law. 

Sewer,  drainage  and  highway  easement  taking  plans  and  descriptions 
were  prepared  and  filed  in  the  Registry  of  Deeds. 

Conclusion  Each  year,  in  my  annual  report,  I  have  stressed  the 
importance  of  cooperation  among  the  various  departments  of  the  Town 
and  my  gratitude  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Town  Counsel  and  all  others 
for  their  understanding  and  advice.  Of  equal  importance  is  the  practice 
of  public  relations  with  the  citizens  of  Wakefield.  Therefore,  in  this 
annual  report,  I  wish  to  express  my  gratitude  to  the  citizens  of  Wakefield, 
for  their  confidence  in  their  Engineering  Department  and  we  pledge  our- 
selves to  continue  our  assistance  and  concern  for  the  citizens  of  Wakefield 
with  matters  relating  to  physical  improvements  of  the  Town.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HIGHWAY  DIVISION 

Street  Sweeping — all  streets  were  swept  in  the  Spring;  also  fifty  per- 
cent were  swept  again  in  the  Fall.  The  business  section  was  swept  three 
times  weekly.  All  main  roads  were  swept  as  often  as  time  and  weather 
permitted. 

Traffic  Lines — the  following  work  was  done  by  contract,  under  Town 
supervision: 

63,522  lineal  feet — Center   lines 
12,157  lineal  feet — Crosswalks 
16,084  lineal  feet — Parking  lines 
1,058  lineal  feet — Stop  lines 
8  Traffic  Stands 
46  Litterbug  signs 
63  Twenty-Four  inch  stencils 
4  Arrows 

Curb  Replacement — this  was  our  second  year  in  the  replacement  of 
deteriorated  concrete  curbing.  One  thousand  two  hundred  eight  lineal 
feet  of  five  inch  granite  curbing,  20  corner  butts,  and  two  curb  inlets 
were  installed  on  Broadway.  Note:  Due  to  our  inability  to  purchase 
curbing,  caused  by  a  manufacturing  shortage,  we  were  unable  to  complete 
our  planned  program  for  this  year. 

Highway  Maintenance — normal  patching  as  required  for  maintenance 
and  patching  in  conjunction  with  Chapter  616  and  Chapter  90,  resurfacing 
programs  were  completed.  We  also  patched  all  water  and  sewer  service 
trenches.  The  following  streets  were  resurfaced  with  bituminous  concrete: 

High  Street  — 550  lineal  feet 
Cottage  Street — 500  lineal  feet 
Hart  Street       — 475  lineal  feet 

This  Division  also  built  and  surfaced  with  bituminous  concrete,  a  new 
access  road  into  the  new  Eugene  J.  Sullivan  Playground  and  a  new  road 
into  the  Catholic  section  of  Forest  Glade  Cemetery. 

The  following  streets  were  sealed  with  road  oil  and  stone  cover,  all 
work  was  performed  by  Highway  Department  personnel:  Cooper  Street, 
Hanson  Street,  Grove  Street,  Old  Nahant  Road,  Crystal  Street,  Hillis 
Avenue,  Melvin  Street,  Bennett  Street,  Foster's  Lane,  Line  Road,  Emerald 
Street,  Highland  Street,  Otis  Street,  Lakeview  Avenue,  Lake  Avenue  and 
Spaulding  Street. 

Sidewalk  Maintenance — one  thousand  one  hundred  forty  lineal  feet  of 
concrete  sidewalk  averaging  six  feet  in  width  was  removed  and  replaced 
this  year,  on  the  following  streets:  Emerson  Street,  Cedar  Street,  Gould 
Street,  Lake  Street,  Main  Street,  Yale  Avenue,  White  Avenue. 

Seven  hundred  eighty-five  lineal  feet  of  bituminous  concrete  averaging 
six  feet  in  width  was  removed  and  replaced  on  Walnut  Street.  Note:  There 
is  more  to  be  replaced  on  this  street  in  1969. 
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Drain  Maintenance — a  total  of  1,023  catch  basins  and  manholes  were 
cleaned  this  year,  and  approximately  475  cubic  yards  of  debris  was  re- 
moved  from   our   drainage   system. 

Our  program  of  cleaning  brooks  was  continued  mostly  during  rainy 
days  and  winter  months,  time  permitting. 

Town  forces  also  installed  or  replaced  the  following: 

Bay  State  Road — fifty  lineal  feet  of  24"  crushed  arch  pipe. 

Elm  Street — one  hundred  fifty  lineal  feet  of  24"  aluminum  pipe  and 
one  manhole. 

Oak  Street — one  hundred  fifty  lineal  feet  of  12"  R.C.  pipe  and  one 
new  basin. 

Water  Street   (bet.  Columbia  Rd.  &  Cyrus  St.)   fifty  lineal  feet   12" 
R.C.  pipe. 

We  also  replaced  part  of  an  old  drain  pipe  on  the  Common,  opposite 
Lawrence  Street  with  sixty-four  lineal  feet  of  12"  R.C.  pipe. 

Stedman  Street,  placed  one  catch  basin  and  built  one  new  manhole 
(50  lineal  feet  12"  R.C.  pipe). 

Traffic  and  Street  Signs — This  year  we  installed  or  replaced  the  fol- 
lowing signs: 

3 — New  street  name  signs  installed 
24 — Street  name  signs  replaced 
53 — New  traffic  signs  installed 
49 — Traffic  signs  replaced 
60 — Street  traffic  sign  posts  installed 

Note:  Last  year  we  mentioned  in  our  report  for  all  citizens  to  be  con- 
cerned over  the  matter  of  mischievous  damage  being  done  to  our  signs. 
Obviously,  this  had  some  effect,  as  this  year,  we  had  some  hundred 
less  street  and  traffic  signs  that  were  replaced.  All  citizens  should  report 
any  vandalism  that  they  see  being  done  to  any  public  or  private  property. 

Complaints — this  Division  received  three  hundred  and  seventy-nine 
complaints  during  the  year.  All  requests  were  looked  into  and  rectified 
where  possible;  others  will  be  done  when  time  and  monies  are  provided.

1967  Chapter  616 — Resurfaced  all  of  Broadway  with  bituminous  con- 
crete; some  sections  of  this  road  were  widened.  We  also  were  able  to 
remove  most  of  the  dip  from  the  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad  crossing 
approach.

Also  replaced  the  dis- 
lodged stones  on  the  south  side  of  the  westerly  parapet  and  applied 
gunite  to  maintain  stability.  The  following  work  was  done  by  Town 
forces:  replaced  the  disintegrated  concrete  in  the  deck  slab  with  8" 
reinforced  concrete.    Guard  fence  was  replaced  by  Armor  Fence  Co.,  Inc.

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PARK  AND  FORESTRY  DIVISION 

The  Forestry  division  has  completed  its  planting  program  of  one 
hundred  and  forty  shade  trees  in  separate  locations  throughout  the  town. 

The  Dutch  Elm  disease  program  has  improved  with  the  replacement 
of  our  hydraulic  mist  blower  with  a  more  efficient  machine,  and  greater 
output  of  material. 

A  total  of  ninety-seven  samples  were  taken  of  suspected  Dutch  Elm 
diseased  trees,  both  private,  and  public,  of  which  twenty  public  elms 
were  diseased,  and  twelve  private  trees  were  confirmed  as  Dutch  Elm 
infected   trees. 

Due  to  climatic  conditions,  and  heavy  salt  action  over  a  period 
of  seasons,  the  Forestry  division  has  removed  approximately  one  hundred 
and  seven  dangerous  trees  along  the  roadway. 

The  Park  division  during  the  recreational  season,  has  added  one  hun- 
dred and  forty-four  tons  of  sand  to  Colonel  Connelly  and  Spaulding  Street 
beach  areas,  due  to  the  loss  of  sand  in  past  years,  by  the  water  currents 
in  these  areas. 

The  Park  personnel  has  cleared  and  removed  a  great  number  of  trees 
and  underbrush  along  the  Main  Street  shore  line  to  Quannapowitt  Lake 
for  greater  visibility,  and  beauty  in  the  Park  system. 

Finally,  the  Park  Division  has  installed  three  hundred  and  eighty- 
seven  feet  of  chain  link  fencing  at  the  Railroad  Avenue  park  area  on 
Main  Street,  and  has  regraded  and  loamed  the  same,  for  reseeding  next 
year.

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 

The  1968  School  Committee  can  perhaps  be  best  characterized  by  its 
guardedness  in  reacting  to  certain  proposed  innovations: 

1.  Chief  among  these  is  the  so-called  "middle  school" — that 
concept  which  lifts  the  sixth  and  sometimes  the  fifth  grades  from 
the  neighborhood  schools  to  the  junior  high  or  middle  school  situ- 
ation. Continuing  the  tenor  of  its  late  1967  stand,  in  which  it  did 
not  adopt  the  School  Building  Needs  Survey  Committee's  proposed 
"middle  school,"  the  members  voted  in  early  1968  against  submitting 
an  alternate  plan  to  the  Finance  Committee.  At  its  last  regular 
meeting  in  1968,  the  Committee,  still  reluctant  to  embark  upon  a 
middle  school  plan,  agreed  to  table  the  matter  until  it  could  hear 
the  advice  of  an  administrative  council  made  up  of  Wakefield 
educators. 

2.  Concurrent  with  proposals  for  fifth  and  sixth  grade  place- 
ment, the  SBNSO's  request  for  School  Committee  support  of  a 
new  high  school  also  met  with  opposition.  The  Committee,  however, 
gave  its  full  support  to  the  SBNSC  article  to  be  included  in  the 
March  1969  Town  Meeting  Warrant,  seeking  to  obtain  plans  and 
cost  estimates  to  provide  three-  or  four-year  senior  high  facilities 
or  three-year  junior  high  facilities  at  the  Farm  Street  location. 

3.  In  conforming  with  the  State  Department  guidelines  for  the 
establishment  of  kindergartens,  the  School  Committee  deemed  it 
advisable  to  house  kindergartens  within  the  School  Department  fa- 
cilities, and  so  advised  the  SBNSC  for  incorporation  into  their 
plans.  The  State  was  advised  that  the  School  Committee  has  a 
committee  studying  our  housing  needs,  K  through  12. 
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4.  Staggered  school  sessions  (a  modified  double-session  plan), 
although  approved  by  the  Committee  at  an  earlier  meeting,  was 
brought  up  for  discussion  again  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  year. 
The  Committee  agreed  that,  in  order  to  justify  such  action,  a  study 
should  be  made  by  the  school  administrators,  this  study  to  include 
exploration  of  normal  school  sessions,  and  of  sessions  dismissing 
students  at  an  earlier  hour  than  that  designated  in  the  "staggered" 
session. 

The  collective  bargaining  law  has  added  a  new  and  a  time-consuming 
dimension  to  School  Committee  obligations.  Negotiations  with  teachers, 
administrators  and  custodial  staff  had  not  been  consummated  at  the  year- 
end. 

In  order  to  improve  and  expedite  its  progress  of  business,  the  School 
Committee  this  year  implemented  a  plan  to  review,  revise  where  necessary, 
and  re- affirm  its  policies,  rules  and  regulations. 

In  the  interest  of  greater  citizen  participation,  a  citizens'  "Committee 
of  Forty"  was  established  this  year. 

New  programs,  course  changes  and  extensions  were  approved,  among 
them  the  Wakefield  Resource  Development  Program  for  handicapped  chil- 
dren, the  industrial  arts  work-study  program,  continuation  of  non-graded 
reading  and  departmentalization  in  the  elementary  schools,  a  more  exten- 
sive adult  education  program,  and  in  recognition  of  the  problems  of 
urban  schools  the  inclusion  of  nine  METCO  students  for  participation  in 
our  educational  system. 

The  School  Committee  expressed  its  sincere  appreciation  for  the  faith- 
ful services  of  its  retiring  veteran  staff  members:  Miss  Bernice  Caswell, 
Miss  Alice  Mason,  Miss  Winifred  Geizer,  teachers;  Mrs.  Dorothy  L.  Adams, 
high  school  nurse;  Mrs.  Edna  R.  Wentzel,  junior  high  school  librarian; 
and  Mrs.  Lillian  F.  Dodge,  cafeteria  worker. 

The  passing  of  Mr.  O.  Payson  Milliken,  staff  member,  and  of  retired 
teacher  Mrs.  Avis  Blanchard  was  observed  with  deep  sympathy  and  regret. 
The  tragic  accidental  death  of  the  Zelck  family  has  been  memorialized 
by  the  naming  of  the  Greenwood  School  library  as  the  Zelck  Memorial 
Library.  To  the  1968  retiring  member  of  the  School  Committee,  Dr. 
John  E.  Drugan,  Jr.,  Committee  members  expressed  their  sincere  appreci- 
ation. Elected  to  the  School  Committee  in  March  1965,  Dr.  Drugan  was 
a  valuable  member,  exercising  sound  judgment  and  rendering  considered 
decisions.  A  member  of  the  sub-committee  on  administrative  organization, 
he  was  thoroughly  conversant  with  the  administrative  needs  of  the  school 
department. 

In  the  recently  elected  members  of  the  Committee,  Messrs.  Delory 
and  Palmerino,  the  Committee  is  indeed  fortunate.  Mr.  Delory,  ever 
watchful  of  the  tax  dollar,  has  at  the  same  time  been  deeply  concerned 
with  the  quality  of  the  education  that  Wakefield  children  are  receiving. 
An  example  of  this  concern  was  his  proposal  that  the  Committee,  burdened 
as  it  is,  devote  a  part  of  each  regular  meeting  to  the  discussion  of  one  or 
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another  facet  of  education,  to  the  ultimate  benefit-  of  the  school  children 
of  Wakefield. 

Mr.  Palmerino,  also  vigilant  where  the  public  monies  are  concerned, 
has  demonstrated  extraordinary  perception.  Not  always  satisfied  to  accept 
matters  as  they  are  presented,  he  questions,  explores,  and,  more  important, 
perseveres  in  his  pursuit  of  a  better  or  alternate  plan.  His  exhaustive 
kindergarten  study  is  a  good  example  of  this  particular  trait  in  him. 

To  its  three  veteran  members  the  Committee  is  also  indebted.  Mes- 
dames  Spaulding  and  LeCours  and  Mr.  McCbnville,  each  having  served  a 
decade  or  so  on  the  Committee,  have  many  times  given  the  benefit  of 
these  years  of  selfless  service. 

The  Committee  as  a  whole  will  continue  its  efforts  in  behalf  of  the 
children  Of  Wakefield,  having  always  in  mind  that  it  is  with  the  moulding 
of  these  children  into  useful  members  of  society  that  we  must  be  con- 
cerned.

To  the  Wakefield  School  Committee: 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  submit  to  you  my  third  annual  report.  The 
last  few  years  have  gone  by  quickly.  I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity 
therefore  to  speak  briefly  on  some  of  the  problems  confronting  us  and  of 
the  progress  we  have  made  during  my  time  as  superintendent.  In  the 
last  years'  Town  Report  I  mentioned  a  deepening  problem  facing  educa- 
tion. Rapid  change  and  new  demands  create  a  severe  stress  in  many 
sectors.  First,  to  the  teacher  this  means  she  must  be  teaching  the  children 
by  day  and  working  and  studying  after  school  to  prepare  herself  for  the 
changes  that  will  occur,  and  assist  the  community  in  keeping  the  cur- 
riculum up  to  date.  Secondly,  the  problem  of  inflation  is  constantly  eroding 
away  the  support  that  the  community  provides.  Next  year's  budget  should 
increase  the  equivalent  of  $2.00  on  the  tax  rate  just  to  buy  the  same  kind 
of  education  we  provide  this  year.  Until  something  can  be  done  with  our 
rising  costs  because  of  inflation,  it  is  inevitable  that  the  budget  will  con- 
tinue to  increase.  The  School  Department,  in  the  meantime,  is  making 
every  attempt  to  obtain  all  Federal  and  State  moneys  available  to  reduce 
the  burden.  A  third  factor  that  I  would  like  to  mention  is  our  school 
building  problem.  Realizing  it  takes  2V2  to  3  years  to  construct  or  add 
to  a  school  building  I  feel  that  unless  some  action  can  be  taken  in  the 
very  near  future,  we  will  be  severely  handicapped  between  now  and  the 
early  to  middle  1970's.  We  are  doing  everything  possible  to  maintain  our 
educational  program  buE  the  possibility  still  exists  that  unless  facilities 
are  provided  by  September,  1972,  our  educational  program  will  have  to 
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be  cut  back.    It  does  not  look,  at  this  time,  that  in  all  likelihood  any 
relief  by  way  of  construction  will  be  possible  by  that  time. 

There  is  a  bright  side  however  to  our  education  in  Wakefield  and  I 
would  like  to  convey  to  you  now  some  of  the  changes  and  improvements 
that  have  been  made  during  the  last  three  years. 

As  the  educational  leader,  advisor  and  implementer  of  policy,  I  have 
attempted  to  direct  my  thrust  in  five  major  areas.  These  are  Pupils,  Person- 
nel, Curriculum,  Organization,  and  Buildings.  A  partial  listing  in  these 
areas  will  be  illustrative  of  my  success. 

Pupils 

1.  Evaluated  the  school  testing  program,  Made  recommendations  for 
minor  changes  and  recommended  machine  scoring  to  provide  teachers 
with  additional  information. 

2.  Established  a  Scope  and  Sequence  program  in  reading  in  grades  1 
through  4.  This  was  to  tie  in  with  the  non-graded  program. 

3.  Worked  toward  a  reduction  of  the  pupil- teacher  ratio.  Later 
introduced  a  teacher  aid  program  and  at  present  have  plans  for  a  system- 
wide  teacher  aid  program. 

Personnel 

1.  Established  a  supervisory  procediure  to  more  carefully  assist  the 
teacher. 

2.  Organized  a  formal  procedure  for  receiving,  assisting  and  evaluat- 
ing student  teachers. 

3.  Encouraged  inservice  training  programs  through  area  Universities 
such  as  our  Reading  program  through  B.U. 

4.  Prepared  and  distributed  nationwide  a  brochure  for  Recruiting 
teachers. 

5.  Reorganized  the  recruiting  process. 

6.  Developed  a  released  time  calendar  for  teacher  retraining  that 
became  an  extended  school  year  for  the  staff.   - 

7.  Reviewed  several  special  areas  in  staffing  and  made  recommenda- 
tions to  the  Committee. 

8.  Worked  for  staff  improvement  in  such  ,  ways  as  recommending 
programs  to  individual  teachers  for  their  improvement,  withheld  incre- 
ments, removed  teachers  who  were  not  measuring  up  to  expectations.

8.  Central  office  reorganization,  a.  Proposed  and  was  a  member  of 
a  committee  that  studied  the  administrative  structure  and  recommended 
administration  reorganization,  and  b.  Evaluated  secretarial  positions  and 
recommended  changes.

Realizing  the  complexities  of  education  and  the  greater  need  for 
community  involvement,  I  recommended  a  "Committee  of  100"  citizens 
to  concentrate  in  four  major  areas.  These  were  Public  Relations,  School 
Needs  and  Trends,  State  and  Federal  Legislation  affecting  education,  and 
extra  education  (adult  education,  education  for  the  elderly  etc.).  This 
became  a  "Committee  of  Forty"  and  is  now  functioning'. 

When  METCO  came  into  being,  I  recommended  to  the  School  Com- 
mittee that  we  become  involved.  I  assisted  in  setting  up  a  program  for 
the  disadvantaged  from  the  urban  area  at  the  local  level. 

In  the  implementation  of  these  changes  I  have  prepared  more  than  20 
reports  that  provided  the  research  and  data  to  justify  the  action  taken. 

As  the  years  here  have  progressed  I  find  that  I  have  three  overriding 
concerns.  These  are  curriculum  revision  to  meet  the  changing  times,  staff 
re-training  and  community  education.  The  educational  organization  must 
involve  citizens,  business  and  industry,  and  community,  state  and  federal 
agencies  if  it  hopes  to  cope  with  and  solve  the  problems  facing  it  today. 
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MAJOR  REPAIRS  AND  PLANT  IMPROVEMENTS  1%8 

Senior  High  School 

This  year  the  exterior  of  the  Willard  B.  Atwell  Building  was  re- 
painted. The  library  and  two  classrooms  in  this  building  were  also 
painted.  In  the  Memorial  High  School  the  cafeteria  was  painted  during 
the  summer. 

To  improve  the  climatic  conditions  in  the  kitchen  two  heating  and 
ventilating  units  were  installed. 

The  vinyl- asbestos  tile  was  replaced  in  two  stairways  of  the  Memorial 
Building. 

New  Lockers  were  installed  in  the  team  room  at  the  Atwell  Building. 

On  Walton  Field  the  existing  bleacher  seats  and  footboards  were 
treated  with  wood  preservative  and  two  sections  of  bleachers  were  re- 
placed. The  baseball  backstop  was  moved  closer  to  the  playing  field  and 
two  wing  sections  were  added  to  improve  protection  from  batted  balls  for 
abutting  property  owners. 

The  electrical  system,  boiler  and  other  heating  system  controls  and 
certain  items  of  equipment  in  the  boiler  room  area  were  completely 
replaced  as  a  result  of  fire  loss  in  that  section  of  the  Memorial  Building. 
The  rehabilitation  of  the  fire  and  smoke  damaged  areas  included  cleaning 
and  painting.   Insurance  has  covered  the  entire  cost. 

Junior  High  School 

The  exterior  of  this  building  was  repainted  and  window  darkening 
drapes  were  installed  in  five  classrooms.  The  refractory  was  replaced 
in  one  boiler  during  the  summer.  One  area  was1  converted  into  an  office 
for  the  School  Adjustment  Counselor. 

Elementary  Schools 

In  continuing  a  program  started  several  years  ago  the  two  boilers  have 
been  converted  to  oil  at  the  Montrose  School.  The  tubes  in  both  of  these 
boilers  were  replaced  prior  to  the  oil  conversion.  The  control  panel  in 
the  boiler  room  of  the  addition  was  replaced. 

At  the  Woodville  School  one  new  oil  burning  boiler  was  installed 
replacing  one  coal  fired  boiler.  One  boiler  refractory  was  rebuilt  at  the 
F.  P.  Hurd  School. 

The  painting  projects  this  year  included  the  exterior  of  the  Mary  E. 
Walton  and  Harris  M.  Dolbeare  Schools.  The  auditoriums  at  the  Franklin 
and  F.  P.  Hurd  Schools  were  also  repainted. 

Vinyl- asbestos  tile  with  new  underlayment  was  installed  in  two  class- 
rooms at  the  Greenwood  School  and  in  one  room  at  the  Lincoln  School. 

New  urinals  were  installed  in  the  boys'  basement  at  the  Greenwood 
School.  In  this  building  the  branch  circuit  electric  panels  were  replaced. 
Also,  the  auditorium  was  remodelled  for  gymnasium  usage  by  rewiring 
and  relamping  with  fluorescent  fixtures,  by  installing  guard  devices  over 
windows  and  radiators,  by  installing  basketball  backboards  and  goals  and 
by  painting  the  lower  wall  surfaces  with  epoxy  type  paint. 
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At  the  H.  M.  Warren  and  Lincoln  Schools  two  areas  were  converted 
into  special  classrooms  and  new  lighting  fixtures  and  tackboard  were 
installed. 

A  retaining  wall  was  constructed  at  the  P.  P.  Hurd  School  play- 
ground and  the  chain  link  fence  was  moved  from  the  edge  of  the  sidewalk 
to  the  top  of  the  new  wall.  The  area  between  the  sidewalk  and  the  wall 
was  paved. 

A  chain  link  fence  was  installed  at  the  Blatz  Little  League  Field  on 

Farm  Street. 

The  3  phase  electric  service  at  the  Lincoln  School  was  modernized. 
Open  cut  outs  were  eliminated;  existing  wiring  was  covered  with  channels; 
and  a  new  100  ampere  switch  was  installed.

REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARY  TRUSTEES— 1968 

The  trustees  of  the  Lucius  Beiebe  Memorial  Library  have  concentrated 
during  1968  upon  the  enlargement  and  alteration  of  the  main  library 
building. 

Adjustments  and  curtailments  of  library  services  were  necessitated 
during  the  construction  period.  The  storage  of  books  closed  the  Lecture 
Hall  to  the  usual  programs  held  there.  Through  the  courtesy  of  the 
First  Baptist  Church  meetings  of  the  summer  reading  club  were  held 
on  seven  Wednesday  afternoons  in  the  Fellowship  Hall  of  the  church. 
During  the  period  of  adjustment  consideration  has  been  given  to  long 
range  plans  covering  the  use  of  the  enlarged  library  building. 

Praise  is  due  the  staff  for  maintaining  the  usual  high  quality  of 
library  service  in  a  difficult  period.  The  members  of  the  staff  have 
worked  amid  dirt,  noise,  confusion  and  often  with  inadequate  heat 
in  the  building. 

Miss  Taylor,  head  librarian,  has  given  extra  hours  to  attendance  at 
meetings  of  the  Building  Committee. 

Mr.  Louis  R.  Sardella,  chairman  of  the  Library  Board,  and  trustee, 
Mr.  Edward  E.  Lynch,  have  served  on  the  Building  Committee.  Other 
members  were  Mr.  Paul  Donovan,  Mr.  Daniel  Hall,  Mr.  Raymond  Smart, 
Mrs.  Raymond  Wentzell  and  Mr.  Earl  Bears.  The  Falzarano  Company, 
contractor,  expect  to  complete  the  project  early  in  1969. 

Miss  Taylor  served  also  on  the  Town  Centenary  Committee  and  the 
library  loaned  stereoptican  slides  for  the  observance. 
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During  the  year  the  Library  Board  approved  the  establishment  of  a 
committee  of  public  and  school  librarians  to  work  for  cooperation  of 
functions  of  school   and  public  libraries. 

The  Board  sanctioned  the  issuance  of  a  common  library  card  extend- 
ing borrowing  privileges  for  use  in  libraries  in  Wakefield,  Melrose,  Lynnfield, 
Saugus  and  Stoneham. 

Plans  are  developing  for  the  local  library  to  sponsor  reading  instruc- 
tion for  adults  of  Wakefield.  Under  the  Library  Services  and  Construction 
Act  a  federal  grant  of  $7,850.  is  available. 

Miss  Florence  Bolster,  librarian  of  the  Greenwood  Branch  of  the 
Lucius  Beebe  Memorial  Library  for  ten  years,  retired  in  November  1968. 
Miss  Bolster  came  to  the  branch  situated  in  the  Greenwood  School,  main- 
tained library  service  during  the  construction  of  the  new  fire  station 
and  library  building,  and  established  the  branch  in  the  new  quarters. 
Miss  Bolster  served  the  community  of  Greenwood  with  skill  and  devotion 
and  earned  the  respect  of  its  many  library  patrons. 

Hervey  J.  Skinner,  a  former  library  trustee,  died  on  August  5,  1968. 
Mr.  Skinner,  a  graduate  of  M.I.T.,  a  research  chemist  and  a  member  of 
many  learned  societies  was  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Library  Trustees 
from  1911  to  1958,  and  chairman  from  1933  to  1955.  To  this  board  he 
brought  a  background  of  culture  and  experience  from  his  scientific  career 
and  a  devotion  to  the  welfare  of  his  community. 

Once  again,  the  trustees  express  gratitude  to  the  staff  and  library 
patrons  for  support  in  the  accomplishments  of  the  past  year.  The  trustees 
envision  more  extensive  services  upon  the  completion  of  the  enlarged 
library  building.

LIBRARIAN'S  ANNUAL  REPORT— 1968 

As  noted  in  the  report  of  the  Library  Trustees  the  big  story  of 
the  year  1968  is  the  addition  to  the  Lucius  Beebe  Memorial  Library. 
Ground  was  broken  in  April,  and  since  that  time  the  Falzarano  Construc- 
tion Company,  and  Mr.  John  Doherty,  Clerk  of  the  Works,  have  worked 
on  the  construction  of  a  large  addition  to  the  present  library.  The 
architects,  Shepley,  Bulfinch,  Richardson  and  Abbott,  have  been  repre- 
sented by  Mr.  James  Clapp,  with  Mr.  Robert  Conklin  acting  as  job 
captain.    Mr.  Falzarano  and  Mr.  Doherty  have  tried  throughout  the  job 
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to  disrupt  the  work  of  the  library  as  little  as  possible  but  there  has 
inevitably  been  much  noise,  dirt  and  space  curtailment.  The  library  staff 
and  the  library  users  have  adjusted  well  but  there  has  certainly  been  a 
diminution  in  use  of  the  building  this  year.  When  the  new  construction 
is  completed  and  the  greatly  enlarged  premises  are  ready  for  use,  it  is 
hoped  that  Wakefield  will  take  full  advantage  of  its  library. 

In  the  fall,  Miss  Florence  Bolster,  who  had  been  a  valued  member 
of  the  staff  for  ten  years,  retired  and  her  place  as  Librarian  of  the 
Greenwood  Branch  Library  was  taken  by  Miss  Rita  Gould,  a  graduate 
of  Barrington  College,  Rhode  Island.  Miss  Gould,  who  has  had  experience 
in  public,  college  and  state  libraries,  and  has  library  credits  from  Rhode 
Island  Graduate  Library  School,  is  proving  a  valuable  addition  to  the 
staff.   There  have  been  no  other  staff  changes  during  the  year. 

The  construction  necessitated  some  changes  in  our  program  for  chil- 
dren. During  the  first  three  months  of  the  year  most  of  the  kindergartens 
paid  us  a  visit,  and  several  of  grades  one  through  four  made  their  annual 
visits,  as  well  as  Camp  Fire  Girls  and  Brownies;  and  groups  from  the 
Medical  Center  came  weekly  with  their  teachers.  The  regular  story  hours 
and  film  programs  were  held  until  April.  In  October  two  story  hours 
were  held  at  the  Montrose  Branch  on  Wednesday  and  Thursday  morn- 
ings, and  none  at  the  Main  Library.  This  will  continue  until  the  new 
children's  room  is  available.  A  successful  pre-school  hour  was  also  held 
at  the  Greenwood  Branch  with  valuable  help  from  the  Greenwood  Junior 
Women's  Club. 

The  Baptist  Church  generously  allowed  the  use  of  their  hall  for  our 
summer  program,  we  limited  registration  to  one  hundred.  The  program, 
as  has  become  customary,  closed  with  a  marionette  show  put  on  by  the 
Animal  Rescue  League.  Members  of  the  Melrose  Summer  Reading  Club 
entertained  our  club  with  a  presentation  of  "The  World  of  Hans  Christian 
Andersen."  The  Children's  Librarians  held  a  story  hour  with  film  strips  at 
the  Dolbeare  School  in  connection  with  the  school  summer  program. 

Mrs.  Duggan,  Children's  Librarian,  is  a  member  of  the  Children's 
Book  Review  Club  and  has  attended  regularly  throughout  the  year.  She 
was  also  a  member  of  a  panel  on  Public  -  School  Library  Cooperation 
at  meetings  held  at  Taunton,  Wellesley  and  Andover,  under  the  auspices 
of  the  Eastern  Regional  Library  system.  Mrs.  French,  Children's  Assistant, 
has  represented  the  library  at  meetings  of  the  Massachusetts  Film  Co- 
operative: Childrens'  librarians  and  Branch  librarians  have  attended  bi- 
monthly meetings  of  the  regional  group  of  Children's  Librarians. 

Since  federal  money  has  been  made  available  for  school  libraries 
there  has  been  a  drop  in  the  circulation  of  Children's  and  Young  Adult 
books,  particularly  at  the  two  branch  libraries,  although  students  still 
use  the  libraries  extensively  for  background  and  reference  material,  and 
for  recreational  reading.  Both  Greenwood  and  Montrose  branches  have 
been  visited  by  classes  from  neighboring  schools. 

The  Montrose  book  stock  has  been  weeded  and  an  inventory  made, 
and  new  books  are  being  added  to  replace  the  outworn  and  outdated 
ones  which  were  discarded. 
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The  behind  the  scenes  work  of  the  library  has  also  been  disrupted 
by  construction;  and  the  lecture  hall  has  been  taken  over  as  a  work 
room  where  new  books  are  processed,  rebound  books  prepared  for  circula- 
tion and  worn  or  damaged  volumes  repaired.  During  the  past  year  hun- 
dreds of  books  have  been  restored,  including  fifty  volumes  of  valuable 
historical  records  from  the  genealogical  collection.  These  books,  too  old 
and  brittle  to  be  rebound,  have  been  repaired,  page  by  page,  and  are 
now  in  usable  condition. 

The  personnel  of  the  Work  Room  also  assists  in  other  areas  of  the 
library,  Mrs.  Sardella  at  the  Main  desk,  and  work  with  the  Story  Hour, 
and  Mrs.  Gardner  in  the  Children's  Room  and  with  catalogue  typing. 

Mrs.  Litchfield,  cataloguer,  and  her  assistants,  housed  in  temporary 
quarters,  have  catalogued  almost  four  thousand  new  volumes,  and  re- 
classified many  others  in  preparation  for  the  move  to  new  quarters, 
when  the  book  stock  will  be  displayed  in  a  more  logical  arrangement. 

This  has  been  an  unusual  and  difficult  year,  and  the  librarian  and 
staff  are  grateful  for  the  support  of  the  library  trustees,  and  the  fore- 
bearance  of  the  public,  and  look  forward  to  expanded  service  in  the  new 
building.

MARCH   11,   1968

Meeting  called  to  order  at  7:35  P.M.,  by  Moderator  Roger  H.  Wingate, 
who  read  the   call  for  the  meeting. 

On  motion  by  Chairman  Mario  L.  Simeola  of  the  Finance  Committee: 

Voted:  That  further  reading  of  the  warrant,  with  the  exception  of 
the  Constable's  return,  be  dispensed   with. 

Constable's  return  read  by  the  Town  Clerk. 

Unanimous  consent  of  the  meeting  was  granted  to  allow  several 
students  from  the  Wakefield  High  School  to  attend  and  observe  the 
meeting. 

Chairman  Mario  L.  Simeola  outlined  to  the  meeting  the  policy  of  the 
Finance  Committee,  and  their  view  of  the  effect  on  the  tax-rate  if  the 
recommendations  of  the  committee  are  followed. 

ARTICLE  1 

To  choose  all  Town  Officers  not  required  to  be  chosen  by  ballot. 

Board  of  Selectmen 
On  motion  by  Finance  Committee : 

Voted:  To  appoint  a  committee  of  five  to  bring  in  nominations  for 
Town  officers  not  required  to  be  elected  by  ballot. 

Voted:    That  the  subject  matter  of  Article  1  be  laid  on  the  table. 

:     ARTICLE  1A 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  direct  the  Selectmen  to  petition  the 
General  Court  for  legislation  to  ratify  and  confirm  the  acts  and  proceed- 
ings taken  at  the  1965,  1966,  and  1967  annual  town  meetings,  notwith- 
standing the  failure  to  state  in  the  warrants  the  times  and  places  of 
holding  said  meetings;  and  to  ratify,  validate  and  confirm  all  acts  of 
town  officials  pursuant  to  votes  adopted  at  said  meetings,  but  only  to 
the   extent   of  the   deficiencies  in   the   town  meeting  warrants. 

Board  of  Selectmen 

On   motion  by   Finance    Committee: 

Voted:  To  direct  the  Selectmen  to  petition  the  General  Court  for 
legislation  to  carry  out  the  purposes  of  Article   1A. 

This  article  is  prompted  by  a  suggestion  by  legal  counsel  for  the 
bonding  agency  with  which  the  Town  usually  processes  its  bond  issues. 
Its  purpose  is  to  correct  a  technical  deficiency  in  the  warrants  for  the 
annual  town  meetings  of  1965,  1966,  and  1967.  The  legislative  act  which 
would  emanate  from  favorable  action  on  this  article  would  have  the 
effect  of  precluding  the  raising  of  the  question  of  legality  of  acts  performed 
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as  a  result  of  votes  on  articles  at  these  town  meetings,  based  solely  on 
the  matters  set  forth  in  the  article.

given  for  a  period  of  less  than  one  year,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of   General  Laws,   Chapter  44,   Section   17.

I  submit  herewith  my  report  of  an  audit  of  the  books  and  accounts  of 
the  Town  of  Wakefield  for  the  period  from  November  19,  1965  to  April  30, 
1968,  made  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  44,  General  Laws. 
This  is  in  the  form  of  a  report  made  to  me  by  Mr.  William  Schwartz, 
Assistant  Chief  of  Bureau.

Sir: 

As  directed  by  you,  I  have  made  an  audit  of  the  books  and  accounts 
of  the  Town  of  Wakefield  for  the  period  from  November  19,  1965,  the  date 
of  the  previous  examination,  to  April  30,  1968,  and  report  thereon  as 
follows : 

The  records  of  financial  transactions  of  the  several  departments  re- 
ceiving or  disbursing  money  for  the  town  or  committing  bills  for  collection 
were  examined  and  checked  with  the  records  of  the  town  treasurer  and  the 
town  accountant. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  accountant  were  examined  and 
checked.  The  general  and  appropriation  ledger  accounts  were  analyzed,  the 
receipts,  as  recorded,  were  checked  with  the  treasurer's  books,  and  the  re- 
corded payments  were  compared  with  the  treasurer's  cash  book  and  with 
the  approved  treasury  warrants.  The  appropriations,  transfers,  and  loan 
authorizations,  as  entered,  were  checked  with  the  town  clerk's  records  of 
town  meeting  votes  and  with  the  finance  committee's  authorizations  of 
transfers  from  the  reserve  fund. 

A  trial  balance  was  taken  off,  the  necessary  adjusting  entries  resulting 
from  the  audit  were  made,  and  a  balance  sheet,  a  copy  of  which  is  appended 
to  this  report,  was  prepared  showing  the  financial  condition  of  the  town 
on  April  30, 1968. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  were  examined  and 
checked.  The  cash  book  was  added,  and  the  receipts  were  analyzed  and 
compared  with  the  town  accountant's  books,  with  the  records  in  the  several 
departments  collecting  money  for  the  town,  and  with  other  sources  from 
which  money  was  paid  into  the  town  treasury.  The  recorded  payments 
were  checked  with  the  selectmen's  warrants  authorizing  the  treasurer 
to  disburse  town  funds  and  with  the  town  accountant's  books. 

The  cash  balance  on  April  30,  1968  was  proved  by  reconciliation  of  the 
bank  balances  with  statements  furnished  by  the  banks  of  deposit,  by  verifi- 
cation of  the  certificates  of  deposit  held  by  the  banks  for  safekeeping,  and 
by  actual  count  of  the  cash  in  the  office. 

The  record  of  payroll  deductions  on  account  of  Federal  and  State 
taxes,  group  insurance,  the  contributory  retirement  system,  the  teachers' 
retirement  system,  teachers'  annuities,  and  union  dues  were  examined  and 
reconciled  with  the  ledger  controlling  accounts,  while  the  payments  to  the 
proper  agencies  and  the  refunds  to  individuals  were  verified. 

The  payments  on  account  of  maturing  debt  and  interest  were  verified 
by  comparison  with  the  amounts  falling  due  and  were  checked  with  the 
cancelled  securities  and  coupons  on  file.  The  outstanding  bonds  and  cou- 
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pons  on  April  30,  1968  were  listed  and  reconciled  with  a  statement  furnished 
by  the  bank  of  deposit. 

The  records  of  tax  titles  and  tax  possessions  held  by  the  town  were 
examined  and  checked  in  detail.  The  amounts  added  to  the  tax  title  account 
were  compared  with  the  tax  collector's  records,  the  reported  redemptions 
and  sales  were  checked  with  the  treasurer's  cash  book,  and  the  abatements 
and  foreclosures  were  verified.  The  tax  titles  and  tax  possessions  on  hand 
were  listed,  reconciled  with  the  ledger  controlling  accounts,  and  checked 
with  the  records  at  the  Registry  of  Deeds. 

The  savings  bank  books  and  securities  representing  the  investments 
of  the  several  trust  and  retirement  funds  in  custody  of  the  town  treasurer, 
the  library  trustees,  and  the  Melrose- Wakefield  Trust  Company,  as  trus- 
tees, were  examined  and  listed.  The  income  was  proved  and  all  transactions 
and  balances  were  verified  and  compared  with  the  books  of  the  town  treas- 
urer and  the  town  accountant,  and,  in  the  case  of  the  retirement  funds, 
with  the  books  of  the  retirement  board.  The  cash  on  hand  in  the  retirement 
funds  on  April  30,  1968  was  proved  by  reconciliation  of  the  bank  balance 
with  a  statement  furnished  by  the  depository. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  tax  collector  were  examined  and 
checked  in  detail.  The  taxes,  excise,  and  assessments  outstanding  at  the 
time  of  the  previous  examination,  as  well  as  all  subsequent  commitment 
lists,  were  audited  and  checked  with  the  warrants  for  their  collection.  The 
recorded  collections  were  compared  with  the  payments  to  the  treasurer,  the 
recorded  abatements  were  reconciled  with  the  assessors'  records  of  abate- 
ments granted,  the  transfers  to  the  tax  title  account  were  compared  with 
the  records  of  tax  titles  held  by  the  town,  and  the  outstanding  accounts 
were  listed  and  proved  with  the  respective  controlling  accounts  in  the 
town  accountant's  ledger. 

The  records  of  departmental  and  water  accounts  receivable  were  ex- 
amined and  checked.  The  commitments  were  verified,  the  recorded  collec- 
tions were  checked  with  the  payments  to  the  treasurer,  the  abatements, 
as  recorded,  were  compared  with  the  departmental  records  of  abatements 
granted,  and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed,  checked  with  the  avail- 
able records  in  the  several  departments,  and  reconciled  with  the  respective 
controlling  accounts  in  the  town  accountant's  ledger. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  municipal  light  department  were  ex- 
amined and  checked.  The  departmental  controlling  accounts  were  analyzed 
and  checked,  the  recorded  collections  being  proved  with  the  town  treas- 
urer's and  the  town  accountant's  books.  The  consumers'  accounts  were 
examined,  and  the  outstanding  gas,  electric,  and  sundry  accounts  receiv- 
able were  listed  and  proved  with  the  departmental  controlling  accounts 
and  with  the  town  accountant's  ledger. 

The  municipal  light  guarantee  deposit  account  was  checked  with  the 
records  on  file,  and  the  balance  on  April  30,  1968  was  compared  with  the 
town  accountant's  ledger,  and  reconciled  with  the  cash  in  the  bank  as 
shown  by  an  examination  of  the  savings  bank  books  and  by  a  reconcilia- 
tion of  the  checking  account  with  a  statement  furnished  by  the  depository. 
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Further  verification  of  the  outstanding  tax,  excise,  assessment,  de- 
partmental, and  water  accounts,  as  well  as  the  municipal  gas  and  light 
accounts,  was  made  by  mailing  notices  to  a  large  number  of  persons  whose 
names  appeared  on  the  books  as  owing  money  to  the  town,  the  replies 
received  thereto  indicating  that  the  accounts,  as  listed,  are  correct. 

The  assessors'  computations  of  the  tax  rates  for  the  years  1966  and 
1967  were  examined  and  checked.  The  records  of  abatements  granted  were 
listed  and  compared  with  the  tax  collector's  and  the  town  accountant's 
books,  while  the  warrants  to  the  collector  were  listed  and  compared  with 
the  detailed  commitments. 

The  records  of  deferred  assessments  were  audited.  The  payments  in 
advance  were  checked  with  the  treasurer's  receipts,  the  amounts  due  and 
added  to  taxes  were  verified,  and  the  apportionments  due  in  future  years 
were  listed  and  reconciled  with  the  town  accountant's  ledger. 

The  records  of  guarantee  deposits  required  by  the  several  departments 
for  special  services  were  examined  and  checked.  The  recorded  deposits 
were  checked  with  the  treasurer's  and  the  town  accountant's  books,  while 
the  transfers  to  the  town  for  the  cost  of  work  done  and  the  amounts  re- 
funded to  the  depositors  were  verified.  The  deposits  on  hand  April  30,  1968 
were  listed  and  reconciled  with  the  respective  controlling  ledger  accounts. 

The  town  clerk's  record  of  financial  votes  passed  at  town  meetings 
were  listed,  checked  in  detail  with  the  accountant's  ledger,  and  proved 
with  the  aggregate  amounts  raised  in  the  assessors'  recapitulation  of  the 
tax  rates. 

The  financial  records  of  the  town  clerk  were  examined  and  checked 
in  detail.  The  recorded  collections  on  account  of  dog  and  sporting  licenses 
issued,  and  from  marriage  intentions,  recording  fees,  and  miscellaneous 
charges  were  verified  and  compared  with  the  payments  to  the  town  treas- 
urer and  to  the  State.  The  cash  book  was  footed  and  proved. 

The  surety  bonds  on  file  for  the  several  town  officials  required  by 
law  to  furnish  such  surety  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties 
were  examined  and  found  to  be  in  proper  form. 

The  available  records  of  departmental  cash  collections  by  the  board 
of  selectmen,  the  sealer  of  weights  and  measures,  and  the  inspectors  of 
buildings,  wires,  milk,  and  plumbing,  as  well  as  by  the  police,  fire,  health, 
school,  and  library  departments,  and  by  all  other  departments  in  which 
money  was  collected  for  the  town,  were  examined  and  checked.  The  re- 
corded collections  were  compared  with  the  payments  to  the  treasurer,  and 
the  cash  on  hand  in  the  several  departments,  including  petty  cash  advances, 
was  proved  by  actual  count. 

Appended  to  this  report,  in  addition  to  the  balance  sheet,  are  tables 
showing  a  reconciliation  of  the  treasurer's  cash,  summaries  of  the  tax, 
excise,  assessment,  tax  title,  tax  possession,  departmental,  municipal  light, 
and  water  accounts,  as  well  as  schedules  showing  the  condition  and  trans- 
actions of  the  trust  and  retirement  funds. 
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During  the  progress  of  the  audit  cooperation  was  extended  by  all 
town  officials,  for  which,  on  behalf  of  my  assistants  and  for  myself,  I 
wish  to  express  appreciation.

There  were  one  hundred  and  nine  pensioners  or  their  beneficiaries 
receiving  payment  from  the  Contributory  Retirement  System  during  the 
year  1968. 

Fourteen  pensioners  received  disability  benefits.  Five  beneficiaries 
received  accidental  death  benefits,  twelve  received  survivor  benefits  and 
seventy-eight  received  superannuation  retirement  benefits.  Of  these  pen- 
sioners, forty-seven  were  over  seventy  years  of  age  and  twenty-eight  were 
between  sixty-five  and  seventy  years  of  age.  s 

The  total  payments  amounted  to  $199,351.29  of  which  $169,771.54  was 
paid  from  the  Pension  Accumulation  Fund  and  $29,579.75  was  paid  from 
the  Annuity  Reserve  Fund. 

Employee  contributions  to  the  Annuity  Savings  Fund  amounted  to
